(Clwers.) 

W. Macdougal?., Esq., (of the North 
American) responded. He said it would bv 
presumptuous on his part, at that hour of the 
night, and after the lengthy and amusing and 
instructive addresses Ihey had heard, to detain 
the meeting by any remarks that he might 
think himself called upon to offer. He had 
merely to express his thanks as a journalist — 
as a member of the Reform press of Canada 
— for the invitation conveyed to him lo be 
present at Ibis demonstration. He felt it was 
an lion-ir to meet with so many of the staunch 
Reformers, of that part of Canada, as he saw 
around these tables this evening. He was led, if the majority in' the House of Assembly 



glad also to joiu very cordially in the remans 
made by the previous speaker as to (he huh 
character Ihe Reformers of North York had 
obtained among Iheir fellow-Reformers for 
their adherence lo principle al all times, and 
on all occasions. (Cheers.) He thought it 
very important, at the piesent crisis, tint 
Reformers, of alt shades of opinioti, should 
show a disposition 10 act together. Union 
was the only means by which they could carry
